ENGLAND'S SYMPATHY. 


The London Times of September 


21st said: 
“The death of President Garfield 


can be regarded as hardly less than 
a national calamity. In all ranks, 


from the Queen to the peasant, there |. 


is a most heartfelt sympathy for the 
bereaved widow and the injured na- 
tion. 

The career of President Garfield is 
of a kind which appeals to the best 
feelings and the most cherished tradi- 
tions of our people. His early pov- 
erty, his manfal independence, his 
hard-won attainments, his integrity of 
character, had all caused his career to 
be watched as that of a man of excep- 
tional powers and brilliant promise, 
and he was regarded as standing out 
very distinctly from among the major- 
ity of politicians. Even among the 
Russian Nihilists, Guiteau’s crime 
will excite nothing but loathing and 
execration. 

There is perhaps less reason for dis- 
astrous political consequences from 
the sudden transfer of power to the 
Vice President in the present instance 
than on any former occasion. It is 
clear that Vice President Arthur, who 
now assumes the supreme authority, 
will be restrained by -zonsiderations 
which the public opinion will not al- 
low him, even if he desired it, to ig- 
nore. 

General Garfield’s high and admira- 
ble qualities are lost to his country 
and teus. It may be we pill not 
soon be gratified by the sight of so 
typical an American at the White 
House. His short administration, 
however, will not be barren of impor- 
tant political consequence if it has put 
an end to the annulling of the execu- 
tive power by the Senate, and if it 
should lead, as seems probable, to a 
serious consideration of the existing 
Constitutional system so far as the re- 
lations of the Vice Presidency to the 
Presidency are concerned.”

Lincoln's Catafalque Brought from the 
Tomb to Serve for GarfieH. 


Cuicaco, Sept. 20. 

The Inter-Ocean’s Washington spec- 
ial says: This morniog Mr. Clark, ar- 
chitect of the capitol, received a dis- 
patch from Long Branch directing 
him to drape the. building and prepare 
a catafalque for the remains of the 
President in the rotunda of the Capi- 
tol. He set carpenters at work at 
once. They went down into what is 
called the tomb and brought up the 
catafalque made first to support the 
casket of President Lincoln. It was 
there, but the rich black velvet that 
had originally covered it, and the 
symbolic ornaments were gone. Moths 
had devoured the velvet, and relic 
hunters bad carried away the orna- 
ments. There was only left the frame- 
work of rough pine lumber and the 
platform on which it stood. The 
catafalque looks like a long chest, 
two fect and an inch in height, with 
slightly inclined faces, The. dais on 
which it is to stand is raised seven 
inches, and is of elliptical shape. 
The whole will be covered again with 
rich black velvet, suitably ornamented, 
and with golden symbols at the 
corners. 


Secretary Blaine’s Announcement, 
Wasnineton, September 20. 

The President's remains, accompa- 
nied by his family, Cabinet friends and 
escort, will reach here to-morrow morn- 
ing. The rotunda of the Capitol will 
be draped in mourning, and a catatal- 
que is being constructed also, It.is 
not known precisely what will be done. 
The White House is also being pre- 
pared for the reception of the remains. 
The chandeliers have been remoyed 
from the east room, and a catafalque 
is being erected in there. So, if it is 
decided to lay the remains in state in 
the White House, everything will be 
readiness. The Guard of Honor will 
consist of nine general officers of the 
army, nine officers of the navy, nine 
officers below the rank of Captain, and 
twenty-nine picked men of the army. 
From the porch of the White House a 
canopy of black will be erected, ex- 
tending to each room. 


Garfield's Mother. . 

CLEVELAND, September 20. 
Mother Garfield is now at Solon 
with her daughter, Mrs. Larabee. A 
Heraid’s special from Solon says: Un- 
til three days ago full particulars of 
the situation were telegraphed with 
the greatest regularity to friends at 
Solon. Since that date only meager 
dispatches were sent, and the suspense 
of the household can only be imagined. 
At five o’cleck Tuesday morning the 
village bell tolled. At six o'clock 

came a private telegram, as follows: 

Evseron, N. J., September 19. 

Mrs, Eliza Garfield: James died 
at 10:35 this evening, calmly breath- 
ing his life away. D. M. Swain. 

Mrs. Larabec’s first thought was not 
to awaken Mrs. Garfield. The latter 
was sleeping calmly, and so they did 
not awaken her until nine o’clock, 
The old lady then awoke, having 
slept until eleven o'clock the previous 
night. , 

At that hour Mrs. Larabee passed 
her door, with a heavy heart, and 
found ‘her up and dressed, reading 
her bible. It was thought best not to 
break the news until after Mrs. Gar- 
field had eaten her breakfast. Oddly 
enough, the old lady did not insist 
upon hearing the news until after she 
has finished eating. Then taking the 
fatal telegram from the shelf, she was 
about to read it, but Miss Ellen took 
it from her trembling hands. 
‘‘Grandma;” said Ellen, “there is 
bad news.” 

“Is he dead?” asked the old lady, 
tremulously. 
‘He is.” 
The quick tears started insensibly 
to her eyes. There was no violent 
paroxysm of grief. No expression of 
the face told.of the anguish that was 
within. 

“Ts it true?” she asked with quiver- 
ing lips. “Then the Lord help me; 
for if he is dead. what shall I do?” 


A Breaking Heart.

Arthur Ivaugurated!

WASHINGTON, September 22. 

President Arthur again tovk the 
oath of office this morning at the Cap- 
itol at Washington, in presence of the 
Cabinet and other prominent officers. 
Following is a portion of his address: 
“For the fourth time in the history of 
our Republic, its Chief Magistrate has 
been removed by death. All hearts are 
filled with grief and horror at the 
hideous crime which has darkened our 
land, and the memory of our mur- 
dered President, his protracted suf- 
fering, and bis unyielding fortitude, 
the example and achievement of his 
life, and the pathos of bis death will 
forever illumine the pages of our 
history. Summoned to these high 
duties and responsibilities, and pro- 
foundly aware of their magnitude and 
greatness. Inspired by the constitu- 
tion, I depend for aid upon Divine 
guidance, andon the virtue and in- 
telligence of the American people.” 

After President Arthur had read 
bis address, Blaine and the rest of the 
Cabinet stepped forward and grasped 
the Presidents hard.

— President Arthur has proclaimed 
Monday, Sept. 26th, as a day of fast- 
ing and prayer. 

—The Governors of all the States 
and Territories have been invited to 
attend the funeral at Cleveland.

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At Portland on Tuesday the jury in 
the case of Julia Clark returned a ver- 
dict that the young woman came to 
her death from a gunshot wound at 
the hand uf Robert W. Lambert. 
The verdict does not charge Lambert 
with the commission of any crime. 
He made a statement to the jury that 
he was intoxicated at the time and 
was showing the pistol to the girl 
when the weapon was discharged with 
fatal results. He isthe only living 
witness to the tragedy. A charge of 
murder could scarcely be supported. 
There seems to be no possible motive 
for murder, and the general impres- 
sion is that the death was the result 
of suicide or accident. The tragedy 
is invested with an atmosphere of 
mystery, and the matter will be re- 
ferred to the Grand Jury for fuller in- 
vestigation. Lambert is in custody, 
no bail being allowed as yet.

A great calamity has fallen upon us. 
For the second time in the history of 
the Republic its people stand aghast 
at the murder of their chosen ruler. 
Assassination has again stricken from 
the pedestal to which the suffrages of 
the American people had lifted him, 
our foremost citizen. . 

The nation is humbled; its flags 
bend low; mourning overspreads the 
whole land. The world looks on in 
profound sorrow and wondering pity.

On Monday, the 26th day of Sep- 
tember, 1881, the funeral obsequies of 
the late President will be concluded. 
On that day I call upon the people of 
the State of Nevada to abstain from 
all secular employments and unite 
with the several religious, civil and 
military organizations of their respec- 
tive localities in appropriate funeral 
ceremonies,as a tfibute to the name and 
memory of the illustrious dead. Let 
us moreover pray earnestly for the 
peace and safety of our country and 
its government.” 

A call was inserted in yesterday's 
GazerTiz for a citizens meeting, and it 
met with universal approval. 

Owing to the short notice given but 
few assembled at Reform Club hall 
last evening to discuss, and make ar- 
rangements for President Garfield’s 
tuneral.
